Brush Fire 


Proves Fatal 


To 4 Men 


SANTA 
BARBARA. 
Calif. 
(AP) — Four fire fighters were 
killed and two others injured 
when caught in the vise of 
merging flames at the edge of 
a two-day-old brush fire. 
The towering flames engulfed 
the men and their three bull­ 
dozers Thursday night “in what 
must have been a matter of 
seconds,” said U.S. Forestry in­ 
formation officer Backy Was- 
sel. Another information officer 
added, “It was a firestorm and 
they were caught.” 
Wassel said the men were 
carving a fire line on a ridge in 
the hills behind the coastal re­ 
sort to try to block the eastern 
advance 
of 
the 
blaze, 
the 
state’s worst this year,, which 
has blackened more than 3.500 
acres and destroyed seven ex­ 
pensive homes. 
VVa&sel said embers, appar­ 
ently carried by an unexpected 
wind, set fire to the brush-cov­ 
ered 
slopes 
below’ the 
men, 
then 
flashed 
uphill 
in 
fiery 
waves that came together at 
the ridge “like a vise’s grip.” 
The tragedy occurred on the 
east corner of Santa Monica 
Canyon about IO miles east of 
Santa Barbara and 
miles 
from the ocean. 
It was described as the first 
mass deaths of state fire fight­ 
ers since November 1966 when 
14 men-—four Marines and IO 
firemen—died while fighting a 
fire in Angeles National Forest. 
The men caught in the infer­ 
no on the ridge were part of a 
1,400-man force that by early 
today had 70 per cent of the 
fire blocked on three 
sides. 
There were no predictions of 
containment or control, how­ 
ever.

rooster possesses a soul. Lee 
dismisses the whole idea as 
superstition.

However, legal officers say 
that if two parties want their 
dispute settled by the rooster 
method, the courts will accede 
to the request.

tax bill said today the com­ 
mittee can complete the work 
in two weeks. 
Rep. Lloyd George Kerns, R-

“It will be up to the lead­ 
ership to determine what to 
take on the floor,” Kerns said.

Speaking Of Your Health

T r e a t m e n t of emotional 
disorders in mental institutions 
is truly emerging from the dark 
ages of ignorance. 
There has been a profound 
change over the past twenty 
years 
in 
the 
treatment 
and 
rehabilitation of patients who 
previously were confined in the 
p r i s o n -1 i k e atmosphere of 
“mental hospitals”. 
An exciting new approach to 
the 
treatment 
of 
mental 
disturbances is in full force at 
the Yale-New Haven Hospital in 
Connecticut. 
Here, patients take an active 
part in a self-governing com­ 
munity ward and help them­ 
selves by helping others in a 
similar situation. 
The patients themselves lay 
down the rules of behavior and 
even decide on the privileges 
patients should have. 
Open discussion is encouraged 
in an effort to create an at­ 
mosphere that will be close to 
the one patients return to when 
they have recovered. 
This 
therapeutic 
idea, 
of 
course, goes hand in hand with 
psychotherapy 
and 
carefully 
chosen drugs which in recent 
years have done so much in 
emptying institutions for the 
mentally disturbed. 


Heat given off by various 


parts of the body varies in 
health and disease. 
Using an infra-red camera, 
the slightest changes in tem­ 
perature can be registered and 
seen in color, aiding diagnosis 
of confusing medical problems. 
There color photos are known 
as “thermograms.” They can 
be 
read 
and 
interpreted 
by 
trained technicians for detection 
of tumors, infections, and in­ 
flammations beneath the skin. 
Most 
soft 
tissues 
are 
not 
easily studied by X-ray. The 
breast, 
however, 
can 
be 
visualized both by X rays and 
by thermograms to reveal the 
presence of suspected tumors 
and disease.

research. 
Dr. Thomas W. Clarkson, of 
the 
University 
of 
Rochester 
Medical Center, has devised a

methyl mercury from the body. 
Using a special polystyrene 
resin in experimental animals, 
he has been able to remove the 
mercury from their bodies and 
thus preserve their lives.

Nixon Wins 


Pay Fight 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Pres­ 
ident Nixon has won a crucial 
congressional 
victory 
for 
his 
anti-inflation 
program—Senate 
agreement on his decision to 
delay 
federal 
workers' 
pay 
raises. 
Hours 
before 
Nixon 
an­ 
nounced the machinery to ad­ 
minister Phase 2 of his econom­ 
ic program Thursday night, the 
Senate voted 51 to 32 to 
back 
the President s six month 
post­ 
ponement of wage boosts for 
more than four million 
federal 
workers, including the military. 
The vote was the first in the 
Senate on any phase of Nixon s 
new 
economic 
policy. 
The 
House rejected a resolution last 
Monday, 207 to 174, to override 
the President’s decision to de­ 
lay the raises from Jan. I to 
July I. Either chamber of Con­ 
gress could have overruled the 
decision. 
Nixon had said delaying the 
pay boosts to save $1.3 billion 
over the six months was neces­ 
sary to his economic program.
